Any aluminum pots or utensils can 
be made to last longer if they are 
washed as soon as possible after food 
is cooked in them. Never use an alka¬ 
line solution such as soda, as this cor¬ 
rodes the metal. Clean with a mild 
soap and finest abrasive. 

Treat enamelware with great care 
as the surface is only too easily crack¬ 
ed or chipped. Never allow to boil dry, 
and cool before washing. Do not pour 
cold water into a hot pan. Soap water

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A FATHER’S FAREWELL 
TO HIS SOLDIER SON 


(Bill is William H. Purcell, Jr., son 
of W. Henson Purcell, managing edi¬ 
tor of the Daily American, We3t 
Frankfort, Ill. This article is reprint¬ 
ed from )he Daily ^American of March 
9, 1942.) 


Well, Bill, your number is up. You 
are going to the army. There is a job 
of serious, nasty, uncivilized business 
to be 1 taken care of and you have been 
assigned a part in it. 

The task is unpleasant, repulsive. 

The assignment is different to any¬ 
thing that you had planned. Yet, it is 
a privilege as well as a responsibility. 

For only Americans—the finest of the 
nation’s manhood—are eligible to 
march with Uncle Sam’s armed citi¬ 
zenry and to participate in this grtm 
game of war. 

There is, now, but, one thing to do. 
Make the most of it Be a soldier in 
every sense of the word. • 

I told you, as a little curly-headed 
boy,-when you started to school, that 
I wanted you to endeavor always to 
be the best in your classes. I had no 
idea that you would achieve that dis- 
tinction.Thad not been that calibre of 
student before you. But that kind of 
aiming never has a bad effect on the — 
score. 

Then, when you grew up and was -v 
thinking of your first job, I told you 
that, even though you were employed 
at nothing more important than ditch- 

digging, 1 wanted you to try to be the_ 

best ditch-digger on the job. I had no 
idea that you would achieve such top- 
rank standing in your chosen vocation. 

I had not. But ambition and the will 
to get ahead never kept anybody 
down. 

Now, as you march with millions of 
other sons from millions of other 
American homes, I want you to put 
all that you have into this business of 
soldiering. It matters not whether 
you ever wear bars or stars if you are 
man enough to be a good soldier. And 
being a good soldier means more than 
drilling and marching and fighting— 
and dying. 

It means living—in a man’s world — 
as a man should live. 

There is an inclination on the part 
of too many men, once they are in the 
army—away from the influences of 
home and family and reputation—to ' 
cut loose, go the gaits. There is in 
the army, as in civilian iife, every 
type of manhood and of every social 
strata. Every man is on his own. The 
choice is yours. 

Men, like water, ultimately seek 
their own level—in the army as else¬ 
where^ Don’t lower your standards, 
Bill. 

Then,, there is the matter of soldier¬ 
ing. The fellows who have difficulty 
with army life are those who refuse 
to adjust themselves to the rigid dis¬ 
cipline that, although quite stern and 
harsh, is as necessary as are guns and 
tanks and planes. The “yes, sir“ men 
are those who get along in the army. 

To attempt to buck the game is fol¬ 
ly. The army is bigger than any man 
in it; Failure to become a working 
part of it is the worst mistake any 
soldier can make. Army life is not 
easy. To cultivate a mental feeling 
of resentment and self pity can only 
make it more difficult. That is true 
of any station in life. 

So, I hope, Bill, that you will be able 
to accept your lot in this grim busi¬ 
ness as just another chapter in life’s 
exacting school of experience and en¬ 
deavor to get out of it something 
worth while; something that will help 
in the years ahead. 

You can always find that something 
if you search diligently for it. Never 
cease searching. 

I am saying these things to you— 
not because you are different to the 
millions of other young men who have - 
gone and are going out to engage in 
this world contest in death—but be¬ 
cause you are of my own flesh and 
blood. 

Because, man though you are, you 
will ever be that little boy of mine. 

The uniform that will shortly be is- 
used to you stands for the high and 
.noble principles upon which this na¬ 
tion was founded and has since ex¬ 
isted—principles that, to much of the 
rest of the world, are unknown. It 
stands for freedom among men and 
nations; the right to live and the will 
to let live. It stands for humanity, 
civilization, Christianity. 

It has never gone to war except in 
defense of the principles for which it 
stands. It has never gone on a ram¬ 
page of conquest or oppression. That 
uniform, Bill, is the hope of Old Glory 
and ISO million Americans. It ip the 
hope of civilization. Wear it proudly. 

I remember well that day, almost 
twenty-four years ago, when, while 
sitting in a lecture period at Camp 
Gordon, I was handed a telegram that ' 
announced that you had made me a 
father. I was the soldier, then. You 
were the war baby. 

I remember the day, four months 
later, when I gazed for the first time 
upon your face. I remember every day 
of your life since that time. T shall 
watch—and pray—every anxious day 
for your safe return. 

When you have a son of your own 
some day, as I hope you shall, you will 
know what I mean. I hope your going 
to the army will be more successful in 
freeing your sons from the scourge of 
war than was mine for you. 

There are two things that I want to 
give you, Bill, as you go to join other 
fathers’ sons in this business of kill¬ 
ing, from which God afone knows 
whether you will return. 


Both went with me into the army 
twenty-five years ago. 

One is a khaki-covered textbook bn 
military methods and soldiery. Peruke 
its pages and endeavor to master the’ 
art of being a good soldier. It may not 
bring you promotions and high honor,, 
for there are in the army, after all, 
more men than anything else. But It 
will bring to you the satisfaction of 
doing well whatever you do. It will 
help you to learn more quickly what 
is expected of a good soldier. 

The other, also khaki-covered, is a 
Bible. Don’t feel that to take it is be¬ 
ing sissy. There will no doubt be times 
when just to hold it in your hand will 
bring a mysterious comfort. I confess 
that I read it but little while I was in 
uniform. Yet there were-times when 
its nearness—the knowledge that it 
had stood the test of all time and 
countless other wars—seemed to sort 
of satisfy my longing for you and 
Mom—lull my homesickness for all 
the peaceful .ways o£ life that had 
been disrupted by war. 

Take them, Bill, and use them. 
Make the most of the army and come 
back a better man that when you left. 
There is, you kndw, a personal as well 
as a national victory to be won. 

It seems a bit silly, doesn’t it, to 
send you away with a gun in one hand 
and a Bible in the other? The gun lo 
kill. The Bible: “Thou Shalt Not.” 
There is no explanation except that 


the gun appears for the present to be 
necessary to our national security. 
The Bible has ever been our hope of 
eternal security. 

Learn to use the gun, Bill, but .ely, 
finally, upon the Bible. •, 

And maythetjftocl terd—although 
I ’confess It is a big assignment— 
watch over and keep you, and those 
who go with you as the guardians of 
American freedom, until the day—and 
may He speed the day—(when we 
shall thank God for peace and a safe 
homecoming. 

So long, Bill. .

The publicity which has been given 
to the bumper crop which is in prosr 
pect in- Alberta no doubt leads many 
neople to think this will be a money 
making crop for the farmers. As a 
matter of fact it will not be so. Pro¬ 
duction costs have been high and all 
of the 20c raise in the price of wheat 
lias been absorbed by production costs. 

The plentiful rain in the summey 
caused a heavy growth of straw which 
the wet and windy weather has caused 
to go down. This will make harvest¬ 


ing a hard, difficult and expensive job 
both for men and machinery and with 
the shortage of labour, especially the 
skilled variety it is doubtful if all the 
crop can be harvested. Many far¬ 
mers have expressed the opinion »hai 
this crop will cost them more than it 
is worth 'and they will harvest what 
they can and just let the rest go. 

It is onlyfair to the farmers that all 
the Citizens of the province should 
know these facts because the mort¬ 
gage companys are adopting the atti¬ 
tude that higher prioes for cattle and 
hogs during a brief spell of a few 
months duration will enable farmers 
to pay -the interest and principle on 
debts accumulated during the past 12 
years of desperately Vow prices 

Thus belief has been encouraged by 
cur Minister of Agriculture, Mr. J. C. 
Gardiner who optimistically envisions 
three or four good crops “like this” 
before the first one is harvested; and 
suggests that from these “prospective 
good crops” the sowing of which will 
not take place until from one to three 
years hence, the farmery should not 
only pay their debts but SAVE. 

Ouff Minister of Agriculture should 
refrain from making statements which' 
not only leave a false impression but 
also make him look rediculous.

THE NEW INCOME TAX 

_ - PART I - As it Affects 

SALARY AYR WAGE EARNERS 


1. Question: WHO MUST PAY? 

Answer: All persons in receipt of incomes over 
$660 single—or $1200 married. 

2. Question: WHAT FORMS DO YOU 
HAVE TO FILL OUT? 

Answer: Unless you are single, without de¬ 
pendents, and not making payments for 
allowable personal savings (Item ID), you, 
should file Form TD-1 with your employer. 
Otherwise he must deduct the amounts pro¬ 
vided by the Table of Tax Deductions for a 
single person without dependents or personal 
savings. 

If % or more of your income comes from 
salary or wages, you must file your 1942-Income 
Return by JOth September 1943. If your in¬ 
come is not over $3,000, including not over 
$100 from investments, you will use Form 
Tl-Special; otherwise you will use Form T.I. 

3. Question: WHEN AND HOW IS 
YOUR TAX COLLECTED? 

Answer: Your employer is requirtJ by law to 
make deductions from your salary or wages on 
account of your 1942 tax during the period 
September 1942 to August 1943. Each deduc¬ 
tion must be the amount provided by the 
official .Table of Tax Deductions for your 
current rate of pay, and family status and per¬ 
sonal savings as declared on Form TD-1 
(Item 2 above). 

The Table is designed to collect about 90% 
of the tax on your salary or wages, leaving 
a balance of not more than 10%, in most cases, 
(plus tax on your other income, if any) to be 
paid with your Income Return todbc filed in 
September 1943. 

If your salary or wages are less than Za of 
your income, you must pay tax on your other 
income by compulsory instalments. (See 
Part II below). 

4. Question: WHAT CONSTITUTES 
TAXABLE INCOME? 

Ansucr. Your income is made up of your full 
salary or wages before any deductions whatso¬ 
ever, plus living allowances, gratuities or 
bonuses (including cost of living bonus) and 
the value of any board, living quarters or sup¬ 
plies, etc., given you by your employer. It also 
includes such receipts as interest and dividends, 
rents (after taxes, repairs, etc.), royalties and 
annuities. From your total income you deduct 
payments (up to $300) into certain types of 
employees' superannuation or pension funds, 
■* charitable donations up to 10% of your income, 
and medical expenses over 3% of your income 
(maximum—$400 single, $600 married, plus 
$100 for each dependent up to four), to rind 
the amount of your taxable income. 

5. Question: HOW MUCIf DO YOU 
PAY? 

Answer: (A) Normal Tax — (whichever rate 
it applicable is applied to the full amount of

(2) Married (or equivalent status)—tax 
credit—$110 

(3) Dependents—tax credit for each —up 
to $80 

(C) Surtax—4% on investment income over 

$1300 without exemptions. 

NOTES ' - 

(1) In no case are you required to pay a net 
tax (i.e., after credit for dependents) 
which would reduce your taxable income 
below $660 single or $1200 married. 

(2) If a wife has unearned income over $660, 
then both she and her husband are taxable 
as single persons, but any amount a wife 
earns does not affect her husband's right 
to be taxed as a married person. A married 
woman is taxed as a single person under 
all circufnstances except only when her 
husband's income is less than $660. 


(D) Tax Credit for Personal Savings— 

You may deduct from the savings portion 
of your tax (Item 6) 1942 payments on 
account of— 

(1) an approved employees' (or trade 
union) superannuation, retirement 
or pension fund; 

(2) premiums on life insurance policies 
issued prior to 23rd June 1942 (if 
issued after that date ask your in¬ 
surance company or Inspector of 
Income Tax)( 

(J) annuity or savings policies not post- 
ponablc without substantial loss or 
forfeiture; and 

(4) principal payments on a mortgage 
or agreement of sale, existing prior to 
23rd June, 1942, on one residential 
property; 

provided (a) they do not exceed the 
savings portion and (b) receipts are pro¬ 
duced for the payments when filing your 
Income Return. 

(E) National Defence Tax— 

This ux does not apply after 31st August, 
1942. The deductions made during 
January to August 1942 apply gs a pay¬ 
ment on account of your 1942 tax. 

6. Question: HOW MUCH OF YOUR 
TAX IS SAVINGS? 

Answer: 

(1) Single—the lesser of 

(a) Zi the total of your Normal Tax, 
Graduated Tax and Surtax; or 

(b) 8 % of your taxable income (maxi¬ 
mum $800) plus 1% for each 
dependent (maximum $100 for 
each). 

(2) Married (or equivalent status)—the 
lesser of 

(a) Zi the total of your Normal Tax," 
Graduated Tax and Surtax; or 

(b) 10% of your taxable income (maxi¬ 
mum $1000) plus 1% for each de¬ 
pendent (maximum $100 for 
each). 

You will get back the savings portion of your 
tax which you actually pay, plus 2% in¬ 
terest, after the war.
